Gentlemen: 

I am conducting some research on a coin in the collection 
of the British Museum. This coin is a Massachusetts Bay 
Colony shilling dated 1692 which has been counterstamped 
with a picture of the scene of the Good Samaritan and 
with the motto "FAC SIMILE" as part of the scene. This 
counterstamp was produced from a small die approximately 
one-half inch in diameter. The coin came from the col¬ 
lection of the Earl of Pembroke which was assembled in 
the latter part of the Seventeenth Century. Tills counter¬ 
stamp has, apparently, mystified everyone. 

In the diary of John Evelyn, who was one of the first 
fellows of your society, and,subsequently its secretary, 
there is a notation for November 16, 166& which indicates 
that the Royal Society adopted a seal with the scene of 
the Qood Samaritan and with the motto "Fac Similiter", 
(page 219 of the edition of the diary published in London 
in 1906). 

While the Vulgate translation of the Bible uses "Fac 
Similiter" rather than "Fac Simile" , I feel it is en¬ 
tirely possible that the latter is merely shortened 
because of lack of space in the die used. 

What I would like to know from you is whether any seal, 
emblem, or stamp of the Royal Society was prepared with 
the Good Samaritan scene and motto and whether any of 
them could possibly have had the motto shortened to the 
language above quoted* 

If you would like to see the coin Mr. Dolley, in the 
numismatic Department of the British Museum, is familiar 
with my research and will give you any information con¬ 
cerning the coin which you may require in looking up 
your early emblems. 

I will be very appreciative of your cooperation with 
respect to the foregoing and hope you will be successful 
in finding what I am looking for*

Further reference is made to my letter of September lii, 1956 
with respect to a seal of The Royal Society with the scene 
of the Good Samaritan and the motto FAC SIMILE (do a similar 
thing). Your answer of September 17, 1956, has been received 
and indicating that the seal has always consisted of the 
Society's arms and suggesting that the entry in the diary 
of John Evelyn might refer to some other organisation . I 
have rechecked this matter and I find that on September 17, 
1662, the arms of the Society were decided upon and that on 
November 16, 166U the seal wa3 appointed with the Good Samari¬ 
tan symbol. On the 250th anniversary of the Royal Society, 
Mr. John Collins Francis confirmed the above facts, which 
confirmaton was published in Notes and Queries, 11th Series, 
Volume VI, issue of September 7, 1912. 

I fully realise that it is possible that tne seal which was 
appointed may not have been made but I am wondering whether 
there were any documents on which such a seal might have 
been used shortly after l66Iu I do not have available the 
History of the Royal Society, as published by Spratt in 
1667. 

What I would like to know is, whether the seal of The Royal 
Society, used during the year 1665, or 1666, was the same 
as the arms or could possibly have been the Good Samaritan. 

The examination of a document of that period would decide 
the matter. 

I will be very grateful for a further reply.

Dear Sir, 

I am in receipt of your letter of 21 September 
concerning the seal of the Royal Society. In answer 
to your query in the last paragraph I repeat my 
previous statement that the seal used since 1663 has 
consisted of the arms of the Society. 

I am still of the opinion that the entry of 
16 November 1664 in the diary of John Evelyn refers 
to some other society. Evelyn stated that 'darks 
and messengers' were appointed on this date. The 
Royal Society does not make such appointments. I can 
only refer to the original minutes of the meetings of 
the Society which are, incidentally, printed in the 
History of the Royal Society of London by Thomas Birch 
volumes 1-4 (1756-1757).No mention is made of the 
seal of the Society at meetings which took place on 16 
November 1664 and in fact the seal was in use much earlier 
than this. I trust this will help to settle any doubts 
in your mind.

Thank you loads for your nice letter and I shall write to Baldwin for 
a plantation token—that is, when spare moments come into play, and 
these only when the newcomer will get to sleep at night. 

Future Numismatist? I hope so, if a few bona-fide coinologists of the 
old school can hold the line against the new Hun of Proof Set and other 
speculators, 

Ycur chemical analysis sounds mighty illuminating and the results of 

the tests on the restrikes should be quite significant-especially if 

the process involved does not entail destruction of the coin. Frankly, 

I would love to see a restrike die; we still must determine who really 
did the restriking. 

The Good Samaritan Shilling, as you know , is a delicate topic. Fred 
Boyd owns the so-called original and of course it never was made in 1652, 
but somewhat a little earlier (1762?-) than the Wyatt copies. Boyd’s 
possession, and his close friendship with W.R,, unquestionably limits 
the true characteristics from being published in the Standard Catalogue, 
and by extension, in the Guidebook. 

The question most prominent is why Folkes did publish a cut of it with 
the word Facsimile in his 1763 book. Could it then be a sort of Pattern 
piece? This is a random thought I just threw out and it seems to con¬ 
tradict the previous paragraph. 

I probably have some more bibliographical material on the piece and 
will dig it out at an early date. 

Incidentally, the Kagins now own the Bishop copy in gold of Wyatt’s 
di es.

Of course, the words"fac 
simile”used on the specimen in the British Museum mean - do a 
similar thing - which is, of ccurse, the motto of the Good 
Samaritan. I am writing up this entire mao ter and expect 

lode the situation but not during "red Boyd* s lifetime. 

I am on the track of finding out what organisation had the 
seal of the Good Samaritan, which seal was used as the counter¬ 
stamp on the coin in the British Museum, 

Any information you have in bibliographical materials will be 
very helpful and will save ne a lot of trouble. The gold speci¬ 
men which you indicated Eagins now own is a muled restrike of a 
forgery of a counterfeit of a spurious coin. 

As to the l/2lith real, I have finally found the key to the re¬ 
strikes, They wore made in 1829 by Mathew Toung who, apparently, 
got his hands on a number of dies. This is stated by Philip 
llelson in an article on the Early Coinage of America in the 
1911 Connoisseur magazine, I am sure you are interested in 
that information*

The Diary of John Evelyn, which you recently edited, is my only 
hope of uncovering an important clue in numismatics involving 
the seal containing the scene and motto of the Good Samaritan* 

I have been trying to find the organisation which used such a 
seal * 

In the entries of the diary for November l£th, November 23 and 
November 30th there is a reference to an organisation in which 
John Evelyn was, apparently, an organiser, and you have in your 
footnotes indicated that there is some discrepancies in justi¬ 
fying this to be the Royal Society. In the past it has been 
assumed that this was the Koyal Society, as will be noted in 
previous publications* I have written to the Royal Society 
and they assure me that their seal was previously adopted^ that 
they never had any clerks or messengers and, as you note, their 
statutes were previously adopted. The question is, what organ! 
zation was being referred to? Could this organization be The 
Commissioners for Sick and Wounded, as mentioned in the diary 
under date of November 21*, 1661*, and referred to elsewhere in 
the diary during that month? The scene of the Good Samaritan 
certainly would have more application to a hospital or to care 
of the sick than it would to a learned society, 

I would be very grateful if you could clarify this natter for 
me and let ne know what organization adopted the seal of the 
Good Samaritan and find out whether a copy of that seal is 
available, I would also appreciate it if you would send me 
the information in your footnote Ho, 3 on page 390 as I cannot 
locate a copy of the ariner*s Mirror, Vol* XXV (1939), p&ge 
309. 

The problem in numismatics which I refer to involves a coin

I did find out, however, that Philip riels on, one of your capable 
numisrvitic writers, stated in the 1911 Connoisseur magazine that 
the dies for this coin, with other dies, passed into the hands 
of a dealer by the name of Mathew Young, in 1829, and he had

T hope that you have received by now the two items on the early

With respect to the Good Samaritan Shilling, I am closing in on 
the matter. I have found that a seal was adopted in 166a with 
the scene of the Good Samaritan and the motto FAC SI MI LITE • -Men 
the seal was made up perhaps the motto was slightly changed. The 
seal is, apparently, of The Commissioners for the Sick and Wounded 
and Is mentioned in The Diary of John Evelyn with the entry date 
of November 15, I66it. If I am able to locate the seal on sons 
documents of the Commissioners, then the entire case will be closed 
as it will show that the coin was merely an amusement created by 
a handy seal being used as a counterstamp ,

I have a very intriguing problem for you since you like curious 
ones and if you care to work on it I would oe very grateful* If 
you cannot work on it please feel free to say so* 

There Is a coin, known as the Good Samaritan Shilling, in the 
collection in the ritish Museum. It is a coin of aosachusetts 
whifeh has been counterstamped with a circular scene of the Good 
Samaritan with the words FAC SIMILE above the same. 1-or many 
years it was thought that the words FAC SIMILE meant H copy** 
and that this was therefore a copy of a real coin which must have 
existed. The so-called real coin turned up 100 years ago and 1 
am endeavoring to prove that the so-called real coin is a fake. 

The coin in the British Museum collection was collected during 
the seventeenth century by Lord Pembroke. I am sending you a 
picture of it. I have a notion that the counterstamp on this 
coin was merely a seal of some person or some organization and 
have been looking for that seal for quite a period. As you know, 
the Vulgate translation of the Bible with respect to the Good 
Samaritan uses the words FAC SIMILI TER *.. * "do likewise.** The 
words FAC SIMILE should probably be translated as B do a similar 
deed** or *do a sirail r thing**. 

I finally located a possibility with respect to this seal which 
is in the Diary of John Evelyn and I am enclosing a copy of the 
portion of the diary referring to such a seal. Previous publi¬ 
cations of the Diary of John Evelyn have indl ated that this 
seal was f or the Boyal Society. The Royal Society has written 
to me that they had adopted a seal a year previously, that this 
has never been their seal and, in addition, never had any cloarks 
and messengers.

If you can find that the seal of the Good Samaritan was actually 
the seal of the hospital, it shows that the coin in the British 
Museum was merely a fake and the so-called original of it is 
definitely a fake and great contribution to iglo-American numis 
raatic history will be made.

Dear Mr. Wark: 

You have no idea of the excitement which you stirred up for 
me from the article in Antiques magazine involving the Good 
Samaritan. For several years I have been looking for someone 
who might tell me something about early representations of 
the Good Samaritan scene for the reason that I have been 
doing research on the Good Samaritan shilling, a coin which 
has been controversial for nany y.ars. A specimen of the 
coin is in the British Museum and happens to be a regular 
type Mas achusetts Pine free shilling of 1652 counterstamped 
with the scene of the Good Samaritan. No one has ever deter¬ 
mined where this counterstamp cane from but the piece is unique. 
It is my theory that because this piece contained the motto 
"FAC SIMILE", someone mistranslated that motto to mean a 
copy instead of properly translating it as the motto of the 
Good Samaritan of "do a similar thing". As a result, someone 
made an original without the word "FAC SIMILE" thinking that 
since an original must exist and had not shown up yet it was 
high time that it should. 

My direct inquiry has been aimed toward determining whore the 
Good Samaritan counterstamp on the coin in the British Museum 
came from. I an enclosing a photo raph of a drawing of the 
cDin as published in the Eighteenth Century. I have exari xd 
the original, in London, and it confirms, generally, to that 
drawing. The only evidence I have of a counterstamp with the 
scene of the Good Samaritan being used for something else is 
on the seal adopted by the Commissioners for the Sick and 
Wounded, which organization was 3et up about 1661* in England. 

I suspect that this deal was the counters tamp used in making 
the coin now in the British Museum. 

The scene of the Good Samaritan on the coin is substantially 
dif erent from Hogarth and I am wondering if you know of any 
drawings, paintings or illustrations of the Good Samaritan 
scene which could give me a clue as to the source of the 
counterstamp on the coin in question.

This accounts for the fact that 
when, many years later, the drawing on the Pembroke plate 
was examined, it was very tempting to make a forgery of the 
piece which was drawn and that is how the letters "IK" are 
on both sides of the coin.

The other thrupence pasted on the same picture was formerly 
in Stack’ s and weighed 16. 5 grains. The Willow Tree II-A, the one pasted on 
the other print is the Norweb specimen and I do not have the weight. The 
Society’ s specimen which was Lot #2362 of the A.N. A. Convention Sale 1952 
weighs 67.7 grains. On the controversial sixpence, Noe #19, the top specimen 
is the Society’ s and weighs 52 grains. The lower one is Mrs. Norweb’ s and 
weighs 46. 5 grains. 

The title page of the Pembroke Catalogue is as follows: "Numismata 
Antiqua in tres partes divisa collegit olim et aeri incidi vivens curavit 
Thomas Pembrochiae et Montis Gomerici Comes. Prelo demum mandabantur 
A. D. MDCCXLVI". 

In the 1848 sales catalogue of the entire Pembroke collection on page 46 
as part of Lot 230, "Massachusetts sixpence, same types &c. and references. 

IS fine and rare, weight 35-7/10 grs." 

Relative to the one penny counterfeit, we have 2 specimens in the Society’ s 
collection, one weighs 10.8 and the other 7.0 grains. These are not illustrated 
in Pembroke, but in Ruding* s Annals of the Coinage of Britain, etc. On plate 
XXX, 14, on the same plate No. 11 is a peculiar rendition of a sixpence which 
is reminiscent of the Pembroke specimen. 

I belieye I have answered all of your questions. I will be in the Society 
on July 2nd at which time we can discuss these matters further.

I sincerely appreciated your kindness and cooperation with me in 
connection with the research I have undertaken. 

With respect to the Good Samaritan shilling, I am going to do further 
research, on this subject and will be able to see the piece in due 
course. The evidence you deduced from the drawing in Crosby is 
almost conclusive that the American specimen of the coin was pre¬ 
pared from the drawing in Folkes, Pembroke, or one of the books 
which copied them. I would be interested in knowing if Folkes' 
plates and Pembroke f s plates which are almost simultaneous in 
preparation could have been drawn by the same hand. Could you 
reach a conclusion by examining them? 

I was fortunate to be able to acquire from Seaby the Folkes plates 
as originally put out alone, the Folkes English silver coins,and 
the complete Folkes with all of the items written by him as well 
as the plates. Seaby did have a number of editions of Ruding 
and if your library does not have all of these editions I suggest 
you check with them. 

I am grateful to you for the plaster casts of the l/2kth real of 
James II in pewter and would appreciate it if you could send me 
the casts of two more of those coins, the one being variety 6-F 
and the other being variety 2-B. The specimens available to me 
have had a little too much lead carbonization to produce nice 
pictures. When I have pictures of all of the varieties I will be 
pleased to send them to you for your library. 

I am enclosing two copies of the reprint of the article I wrote 
on the l/2bth real, one for the museum and one for you personally. 

I have corrected these to reflect some additional information since 
publication.

I think T have a mystery which will intrigue you. An entry 
in the diary of John Evelyn for November 16, l66ib, indicates 
that The Royal Society adopted a 3eal with the scene of the 
Good Samaritan and with the motto FAC SIMILITER (1906 edition, 
Yol.2, par:© 219, confirmed in Notes and Queries, 11th Series, 

Vol . VI, September 7, 1912 issue). This was in addition to 
arms of The Royal Society which were adopted on September 17, 
1662 with the motto NULLIUS IN VERBA. 

I have written to the Royal Society to have them look at some 
of their 1665-6 documents but,perhaps, they may be in the 
British Museum. 

The humor of the situation is that the Thomas Earl of Pembroke 
as well as Martin Folkes, were both members and presidents of 
The Royal Society. Pembroke certainly could have gotten his 
hand 3 on either a rejected seal,or on the actual seal,if it 
wa 3 made, as John Evelyn indicates. I think that the leads 
are 30 important to the unique coin in the British Museum 
collection that I am sure that you will find it intriguing 
to follow them up. 

Your lotter of September 12, 1956, is at hand. I will send, 
under separate cover, the article on the Fugio coppers and 

dollars • 

Do you have a nice picture of the D 00 d Samaritan shilling? 

I'rs. Henry Norvcb, of Cleveland, Ohio, had a picture of it 
taken along with other coins and sent to me but it is rather 
poor. Could a cast be made of it for publication along 
with the cast which you may be kind enough to make of the 
l/2hth real pieces about which I wrote you. 

Crosby was never permitted to see the other (Bushnell) 
specimen and I have the reports of the controversy which 
^ook place in 1880 when it was sold. As you may know, copies 
of the Good Samaritan shilling were made by Wyatt, of New 
York, about 1858* If my hypothesis is correct that the 
Bushnell piece ?as made up based on a misunderstending of the 
words FAC SIMILE on the Pembroke piece, then we have the 
unique situation of having a copy of a forgery of a spurious 
coin. This is rather humorous to me.

Your nice letter of January 16, 1957 arrived and, 
strangely enough, I was on the verge of writing to 
you in any event. 

On October 22, 1956, I wrote to the attention of Dr* 

Kent requesting a cast of the Good Samaritan shilling 
and the James II tin l/2lith real pieces which I marked 
2-B and 6-F . I have never heard from him and wonder 
if it would be possible for you to arrange to have 
these casts made. I would like to use them to make 
photographs for publication. 

When we talked over the Good Samaritan problem I did 
not realize that you were formerly at the National 
Maritime Museum at Greenwich. Apparently that is where 
the papers should be of the M Commissioners for Sick and 
Wounded Seamen and Prisoners of Jar”. 

I now have rather substantial evidence that the American 
specimen of the Good Samaritan shilling did not appear 
prior to 1858 and, no doubt, arose by virtue of the publi¬ 
city in connection with the Pembroke sale of l8i*8. Mr. 
Wyatt, of New York, was counterfeiting other Jew England 
silver money at the time and probably could not resist 
making an original of an item of which he knew the exist- 
ance through a picture of a facsimile. One of the give¬ 
aways is that on the obverse the legend is spaced so 
poorly that four dots are used to fill in the space. 

This, of course, he copied from the Pembroke plate which 
had a group of dots to fill in for parts of the coin which 
were lacking. Folkes at least spread the legend around 
the entire coin and eliminated the dots. It will be one 
fantastic hoax worthy of being exposed. 

Even though we are in different fields I do appreciate 
your cooperation and I only wish I knew enough to be 
able to appreciate your work more fully. 

If you have nothing better to do you can read my mono¬ 
graph on ’’Coinage for Colonial Virginia" which ought 
to be at the museum by now.

Your "Coinage for Colonial Virginia" has arrived at 
the Museum and I am reading it with great interest. You 
are certainly doing first class work on your period. 

I have been looking into the matters which you raised 
with Mr. Peck but am afraid that the problems are not as 
simple as you seem to imagine. In the first place our 
Public Records Office is quite a distance from where 
Mr. Peck works and it is not easy for him or for me to 
visit there. I should perhaps add for your private ear 
that Mr. Peck is already a very busy man. However, I am 
perfectly sure that the Public Records Office could deal 
with your enquiries by direct correspondence between you 
and the Keeper. At least we could try it and I wonder 
whether you could send the Keeper a letter making the 
enquiries contained in your letter to Mr. Peck and see 
with what result. 

I have been in touch with my colleague at the National 
Maritime Museum, Greenwich and she informs me that the 
National Maritime Museum does not contain any documents 
with the seal of the Commissioners for Sick and Wounded 
Seamen and Prisoners of War. I gather that it was a very 
ephemeral body and that documents of it and about it are 
extremely rare. Virtually your only hope at running one 
down is in the Public Records Office and I think it would 
be a perfectly fair question for you to ask them. 

I am quite convinced that you are on the right lines 
in "outing" the Good Samaritan from numismatics.

Dear Michael: 

Evelyn and I enjoyed very much having the opportunity to be with 
you and your wife. In addition you were very helpful to me in my 
research and I want you to realize it. I also want to take this 
opportunity to thank Miss Strudwick for her prompt assitance in my 
problems. * 

I told you that I would write with respect to the dealer who sold 
the American specimen of the Good Samaritan piece. It was Charles 
Richard Taylor, 2 Montague Street, Russell Square, London. He 
sold the piece in July, 1853 for 8 pounds 8 shillings. Do you 
know anything about his reliability or background? 

I now have specific evidence,thanks to Miss Strudwick, that 
Singleton and Edwards were still operating in 181*8 because in The 
Gentlemen 1 s Magazine for July, 181*8, page 2, it specifically states 
that the two forgers, S-& E are still in the field with cleverly 
executed coins struck from dies engraved on purpose. This is quoted 
from the Literary Gazette, apparently, and I am wondering if there 
is an article about ancient coin forgers in the Literary Gazette. 

I do not have that available here. 

As to the Pembroke plates, my own copy has the Ames index in the 
back. It gives the number of coins and a one-line description of 
each plate. It must have been published after the plates were 
first issued because it gives instructions to number the plates 
by hand so as to use the index and to bind the index in the back 
of the plates. I have found another copy of Pembroke which I am 
having shipped to America for a friend. If it has the index in 
it would you want to exchange one of your copies for one with an 
index in it? or would yop want me to have a photostat of the index 
prepared and sent to you as I easily can do so. 

I am very much interested in learning what Mr.Thoresby said about 
early American coins in his list. The feferences to Thoresby which 
I found were on pages 328 and 3h9 of Martin-Leake. It would be 
interesting to see what he said. 

You will also be interested in a comment I noted as to antiquities 
in general in the Gentlemen's Magazine of July,185$, page 70, 
where it says "forgeries af antiquities are swarming at°the 
present time.” 

I look forward to reading your article on the Byzantine Navy and 
to hearing from you as to the early American pieces in the col¬ 
lection we discussed.

Dear Newman, 

I have sent off separately a number of passages 
from works by Thoresby and from the C. R. Taylor sale 
catalogue of 1874. Mrs. Strudwick and I are beginning 
to get down to Mr. Taylor and the more we find out the 
less we care for him. If you can get hold of a copy 
of the catalogue I would specially draw your attention 
to lots 347 ? 354, 406, 540, etc., where coins did not 
make the prices they were expected. There is a very 
strong presumption either that he was intensely 
disliked or that coins in his collection were suspect, 
indeed it is probably a bit of both. He appears as a 
coin dealer in the London trade directories for i860 
and 1870 and I am asking a colleague to discover the 
exact bracket of his residence at a house which I look 
out on from my room. I would also draw your attention 
to the fact that there appears to be no obituary notice 
in the Numismatic Chronicle but I want to put a little 
more work on this to see how significant is such an 
omission. " Again it would suggest that he had “got 
across” people who mattered. So far we have not got 
any tie-up between Charles Richard Taylor and the 
Taylor who was a aie engraver but we are sure that this 
will be found to exist.

Tou will recall that two years ago I carefully studied the 
Good Samaritan shilling in the British Museum and wrote you 
to the effect that it was definitely a counterstamped coin. 

I was intrigued with that problem and also with the Noe 19 
Oak free sixpence which I located in England and which how is in 
the A.N.S« collection. I endeavored to find the source of 
the Good Samaritan shilling hoping to prove yours to be genu¬ 
ine and to dispel the doxibts about the coin. I finally located 
the source of the Good Sanaritan counterstamp and this, of 
course, lead me into the analysis of the entire matter. 

I have completed writing a monograph on the Good Samaritan 
shilling which ha3 been submitted to A. N• 3. for publication. 
First, I took the liberty of dedicating it to you. Second, I 
would like to know if the following statement which I made 
is satisfactory to you: ” the Bushnell Shilling was ac¬ 
quired by F.C.C.Boyd who by adding the Wurtzbaeh-ciark col¬ 
lection to his other pieces has formed the must complete 
cabinet of Massachusetts silver ever assembled.” 

0nfortunately, X present, faats to show that neither of the 
Good Samaritan shillings are genuine. I know this i3 no sur¬ 
prise to you. However, I recognise your coin as the most 
intriguing and interesting fabrication in American numismatics. 
In my opinion, the coin ranks ahead of the l80b dollar, the 
1650 Massachusetts shillings, the Brasher Spanish Doubloon, 
the 1913 Liberty Head nickel, and jsany other coins which are 
entirely artificial. 

I can hardly believe I wrote 60 pages of text on one coin. 

It is the longest article on one coin that has ever been 
written, I believe. The Noe monographs omitted the Good 
Samaritan and I believe the research I did should be added to 
the lore of Massachusetts silver.

Dear Eric: 

Your latest letter has really set me to thinking. Just 
how do you expect me to sleep tonight when you give me a 
hint that the Spanish doubloon by Brasher is nothing but 
a piece of junk; and then fail to tell me why you believe 
this. I’ll bet you have quite a story. Of course the 
Kagin story is trash--I explained this to Dick Yeoman when 
the Kagin’s attempted to elaborate upon the piece in the 
’Red Book’ (forthcoming edition). They even wanted to put 
it in with the regular U.S. issues, along with some other 
junk that they obviously wanted to sell. Breen’s story, 
however, seems to make some sense. 

But that is not what I wanted to write about tonight. 

Actually, I do not have time to do justice to any of your 
requests tonight--a few things seem to be imperative: 

I am at a loss to say what would be the best course to take 
on the Mass, silver opus. As I said before rr j notes are not 
in very good shape just now and will require some intensive 
work before I can form conclusions about the series. I have 
about 50 pictures that I have not printed yet--so I do not 
even know what is contained on those negatives. One such 
picture is the new piece that Cyril Hawley has. I will send 
you a print as soon as I get to it. In fact I have pictures 
of just about everything you mentioned and a few more, but 
it is going to take a little time. 

I want to share my lass. information with you, but it is 
going to take a little time for me to get caught up on some 
other things before I get to it. Personally I do not think 
that the time is ripe to put the Mass, silver series in shape. 
If you do not plan to revamp the entire series in your ANS 
monograph, then perhaps you should wait on publication of 
the new material—or hold off on the whole article. We can 
discuss this more as things develop. As you say, we can 
have a lot cf fun with it. 

Cosh, I have left my original topic again--I ment to make 
this only a short note to fill in untill I can sit down and 
study your letter.

Most assuredly not the die state 
known as Noe 13. The reverse is that of Noe 13. Cyril 

calls the piece: Obv. 14/Rev. 13. 

I hope that this is news to you, because what I am about 
to reveal points out just how much work is left to be done 
in this series. While looking at the Jackman plate tonight 

to check NE piece I glanced at the Oak tree shilling #7 on 
the same plate, and what do you think it is? Yep—the same 
die state as Cyril's coin. It has been there for 40 years 
for everyone to see, but I have never heard mention of it 
before. How about you? 


5. I believe Walter has photographs of the shilling he described, 
but does not know who owned the piece.

I 
am sending you my negatives and one set of prints. On page 23 of the Pine Tree 
Monograph Noe 9 should be Noe 14 and I do not think this is very important. 

On the cover of the Woodward Sale of April 28th, 1863 it states from the American 
Portion of the Collections of: Henry M. Brooks, Esq. , Jeremiah Colburn, Esq. , 

Rev. J. M. Finotti, Dr. Edward M. Field and Dr. Augustine Shurtleff, and here 
is a copy of the texts you wanted: 

Bailey $10. 00 1906. 1652 A full set of Oak Tree, or Shrub money; all in good 
condition except the Threepence, the obv. of which is considerably worn; four pieces. 

The following three pieces, from a celebrated collection, are believed to be 
counterfeits of English origin. They have been long in the collection referred to, 
and whether originals or not, are extremely rare. 

Langdon $2. 50 1907. 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, a very peculiar type, in splendid 

condition. 

Bushnel $3.25 1908. 1652 Pine Tree Sixpence; obv. has "Massathusets in;" 

rev. "In New England," &c.: as fine as the Shilling. The tree on this piece is 
unlike that found on any other variety of this coin. 

In the Sale of Feb. 1, 1887 the property of a "lady of Western New York", lot 807 
is as follows: 

$17. 50 807 New York Doubloon. Within a few months the Boston Transcript has 
published an account of the Brashers a family famous in the latter part of the last 
century as goldsmiths in New York. They stamped their work with monograms 
bearing their initials. One of the brothers issued the New York "Nova Eborac Doubloon,"

which is tamped "E.B." for Ephraim Brasher. This particular piece is a Spanish 
doubloon of the variety usually known as cob money. It was evidently perforated 
and plugged, with the view of increasing its weight, which is now 451 grains about 
the weight of a Spanish doubloon. It bears the stamp "I.B." which, I believe, 
identifies the piece as American, and the handiwork of the Brashers. The gold 
is of superior fineness, and said to be about pure; rare, and I believe unique.

You may be right about the three twopence that I have classified 
as counterfeits. The obverse is very similar to the accepted genuine 
pieces, but it is also the same obverse as on the 1662 one penny in the 
T. James Clarke collection. 

The two pieces from the Massachusetts Historical society weigh 
10.5 and 10.8 grains respectively; the third from Yale University 
weighs 11.5 grains. The T.J.C. penny weighs 10.8 grains. 

In your letter you mention the University of Michigan. That 
refers to item N on page 47 of the Pine Tree. We never saw anything 
but a photograph of this piece and do not know its weight. If you want 
to find out about its weight, I suggest you write to the University of 
Michigan, Museum of Archaeology, 434 So. State Street, Ann Arbor. 

The coin is filed as No. 105 in the Lockwood collection.

Dear Eric: 

Thanks for your kind letter. Glad to hear that your 
monograph is progressing nicely and that you are getting 
all of the information you need. The pitty is that there 
are still a few people around who can't or won't find 
time to be cooperative on numismatic matters. 

Re: the Chase specimen of the new variety Pine Tree 
shilling. I do not think that very many people know about 
the existance of this piece yet, but if you got your 
information from Vernon Brown or Dick Picker then there 
is no reason why you should not use it. The information 
was given to me in confidence however, a year or so ago, 
by Dick P. and the last that I knew he was still trying 
to make some sort of a deal with Vernon to purchase the 
coin before everyone else knew about it. Picker deserves 
credit for spotting it first and if there is a chance for 
him to get it, then I think that he should. It was in the 
Chase collection as an example of an excessively clipped 
shilling. 

I finally have that new Pine Tree fabrication, and will 
enclose it for your inspection. Return it whenever you 
are finished with it. I also have a set of the Vermont 
coin plates ready for you now and will enclose them also. 

The new numbering system is my own and reflects the true 
order of emission (more or less) It corresponds to the list 
that I sent you some time ago. Tell me what you think of 
them. 

Dick P. told me that you now have another different Pine 
Tree shilling fabrication (or copy?) May I have a photo 
of that piece some time? I would also like a decent photo 
of the other piece copied from Pelt's book. He also said 
that you have discovered a new Pugio obverse die. When can 
I see that? 

Did you ever get the photos of the IMMUNE COLUMBIA coins 
and the information that I sent to Picker and then J.J. Ford? 
A picture of the Edwards copy was also included—Fuld told 
me that you were looking for a picture of that piece. 

Getting back to Massachusetts: In your monograph, what are 
you going to say about the so-called delicate lettered 
NE sixpence in the T. James Clarke collection. No. 4 on 
Noe's plates. I have never seen the piece, but judging from 
the illustration, it sure looks suspicious.

While I was doing research on the Mass, subject for my 
talk at the NENA convention, I found a bit of interesting 
information. Primarily I wanted to learn just when the 
NE type threepence first came to light. In the Clay sale 
of 1871 three fakes are offered with the note that the 
issue was unknown to numismatists. Vi/hen Crosby wrote in 
1875 he seemed to be well aware of the genuine pieces as 
well as the Clay fabrications. More important is the fact 
that Dickeson did not know of the 3d when he wrote in 1860. 

The only other reference that I found was the 1876 sale of 
some of the Parmelee duplicates—Lot 1414 was a NE 3d that 
brought §11. I feel sure that this must have been one of 
the pieces out of the Clay sale. Perhaps you can dig up 
dome additional information. 

T.V.Buttrey of Yale was able to supply the following: In 
the 1863’catalogue of coins belonging to Yale college’. 

"The gem of (this) cabinet... is the Kew England Threepence , 
the existance of which numismatists have doubted. The piece 
needs no description as an engraving of it is given on the 
title page. For a long time supposed unique, its value is 
not lessened by the recent discovery of a similar piece by 
W.S.Appleton, Esq. of Boston, which puts the genuineness of 
the issue beyond a doubt." 

I have seen and photographed the Appleton specimen, also 
seen the file card which must have told when he acquired 
the piece, but I did not make a note of it at the time. It 
must have been near 1862. I can check further on this. Now 
here is the clinker—When I tried to see the Yale specimen 
they confessed that the piece is missingI! Probably since 
1930, but at least for the last 10 or 15 years. 

This is the kind of information that I like to dig up. I 
thought that you might get a kick out of it too. Do you 
have anything to add to it? 

Now to change the subject again: Picker just told me that 
you have the famous 1804 half dollar (no explination needed) 
Did you know that the piece was offered and illustrated in 
the Ferguson Haines auction of 1880. It was a Woodward sale. 
Lot 569 it went for $45 and was thought to be genuine. The 
picture is good enough to show what it was made from.

Enclosed is double-spaced copy, final as far as I am concerned, for 
the review you requested on Newman'a AN3 monograph on the Good 
Samaritan shilling. I had poll shad it up a bit before receiving 
th> helpful comments of both yourself aid Newman? as far as possible 
the suggestions of you both (which were in all cases Improvements) 
are incorporated in the enclosed text. If you wish to change details 
of grammar, capitalization, italics, spelling, sentence structure, etc. 
please go right ahead without further approval. Particularly, you 
may ixiah to place in quotes the names of books (such as '’The Pembroke 
Coj.iection rt on p 1, and the underlined items except Numisma in the 
middle of p 2) while leaving Hum!ama and The 14umlstatist Italicized; 
go right ahead; I couldn't care less which way it is done. 

Now for another completely separate subject, which should be in a 
sea|)arate letter but won't be. Some years ago I tripped over the 
fact that about half a million dollars worth of the gold coinage 
of 1838 was from British sovereigns shipped over as the proceeds 
of the James jaithaon will for the purpose^of founding the dmithsonian 
Institution, Some few months ago I trippeo^sbrae details of the 
transaction in "The aaithsonian Institution -- Origin & History, " 
compiled and edited by W. J. Rhees (1901). Since It doesn't seem 
that this subject is any three-alarm numismatic story, I offered it 
to NSM with no due date, and. the idea was accepted. So I sent letters 
to the National Archives, the British Museum, the Bank of England, 

NY PL etc (everywhere except the ^inithsonian, which hardly answers 
letters); also visited the Arfcives for the first time during vacation 
for a day and a half — a very rewarding experience. I've got together 
a great deal too much primary source material for MflM, but will of 
course honor the committment and condense it as necessary. However, 
by now it seems to me the source material can logically (and with 
improvement) be split into three stories, two of which logically 
belong in the same magazine — Noil, and the third of which is shorter 
but I believe more Important numismatically, which I'd like to propose 
for The Numismatist . The throe subjects are: 


1. The daithson Gold. Include the story up through the recoinage 
at the U« 3. Mint in 3spt. 1838, the fact It was coined into half-eagles 
and if ounvenient include Breen* s ideas on how one could tell which . 
eagles. (The latter could inn be a separate article.) 




2. The gold-dollar value of the inithsonAwent to buy bonds in of 
tiie State of Arkansas, Issued 1838 the year the state entered the Union, 
to setp uo a wild-cat bank in Little hock with local branches; not over 
$50, 000^ of the f600,000 In the dnithson fund actually went to Arkansas 
and maybe none. The bank went broke in a few years and I don't guess 
the Arkansans know yet who got the boodle. Eric Newman has specimenfe 
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of the paper money of the bank in question — the Heal Estate Bank 
altho X could find no reference to it in back issues of file Miamiamat 1st 
or other references available to men. The Dep*t of Archives * History 
at Little Rock referred me to a schoolteacher-num in Conway Arkansas, 
who has sent much of her own material plus many references on The 
Real Estate Bank, but nil re its paper money. After Arkansas and its 
bank defaulted. Congress had to make up the money which had been lost 
altho Senator Andrew Johnson (later pres ) couldn*t see the necessity 
of honoring our trust; the bank had gone broke, so the money was gone, 
wasn*t it? By the way, the broker who sold the Arkansas bonds to the 
Sec*y Treas was Wm ff Corcoran who later founded the Corcoran Galleries 
Washington, D. C. Oji /f<5. at -r<* a/ffff 


3, I had wondered if this big batch of gold triggered off the coinage 
of the first eagles in 1838 since 1804. It did not. But at the Archives 
X happened onto the real motivation. By 1838, the Mint no linger got 
its instructions from the President or from the Secy State, but without 
change of law Jackson* s Secy Treas Levi Woodbury was calling the shots — 
even after Van Bur an* s election. Woodbury wrote July 27 1838 to Robert 
Patter son. Mint Director, ". . .1 should be pleased if you would coin to 
the amount of about $>50,000 in Eagles — the Department will be obliged to 
draw on the Mint for the pay of members of Congress during the next session 
and would like to have some Golden Eagles to distribute amongst those 
who prefer them," During and after the pafcic of 1837 banks were not 
paying in specie, but Woodbury wanted no censure from members of Congress 
about their personal pay from the government. Patterson replied July 30s 
"I. . .am pleased to receive your instructions relative to the coinage 
of EagLes. I have ordered immediate measures to bs taken for the prep¬ 
aration of the dies. We shall spare no pains to make our chief coin 
worthy of the Mint. You are probably aware that the last coinage of 
E a gl ‘S was made in 1804.” Patterson to Woodbury, Sept 24: "The whol€ of 
the Snithsonian Legacy is now coined into United States gold coins./ The 
head die for the new eagle is now completed, and the reverse will be 
finished this week, so that I hope to be able, very soon, to send you 
specimens of this coin." Dec lOjBreen in CCJ V18 pl24 say 3 $10 gold 
coinage resumed and four specimen (proof) coins sent out on or before 
this date. JR Snowden* s 1860 book reports 6700 eagles delivered Dec. 26 
and 500 more Dec 31 to glte 7200 for the year (page 106). My quotes 
above are from Archives letters that I believe are unpublished. Also 
(my notes are a little fuzzy but can be confirmed) 13 were laid by for 
Assay on Dec 29 and passed OK Feb 11 1839, Breen in CCJ V20 p33 
reports gold and silver proof re strikes of the 1804 Eagjfe with plain 4 
date punch the same as in the 1804 dollar, dies for which were being 
made in the^LS30* s Do you suppose thft die sinkers were making 1804 

and 1838/fifes at the same time that fall? An interesting exchange of 
letters took place in 1807 on this subject jtf/^ErJe'ffer son Pres to Mint 

Dir Robert Patterson March _ 1807 (TJ Encyclo. item 2266) "I should 

approve of your employing the Mint on small silver coin3, rather than on 
dollars and gold coins, so far as the consent of those who employ it can be 
obtained. It would be much more valuable to the public to be supplied 
with abundance of dimes and half dimes, which would <gtay among us, than 
*ith dollars and eagles which leave us immediately. Indeed I wish the 
law authorized the making two-cent and three-cent pieces of silver, and 
golden dollars, which would all be large enough to handle, and would be 
a great convenience to our citizens." Reply Patterson to Jefferson 
April 2, 1807i "With respect. Sir, to small coins, the practice or the 
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Mlnt has been, and still continues to be in strict conformity with 
your wishes and instructions. Ho Eagles nor Dollars have been struck 
during the last two years*”(In DOatson M Hist of TJS Coinage 17 1898.)p75.

Eric Newman has documented another of his scho arly numismatic 
research projects in deptg. Again h© patiently has investigated 
enough leads to satisfy a mystery-story addict* It turns out that 
there are only two specimens of the Massachusetts Good Samaritan 
silver shilling of 1652, and they differ from each other. The 
Earl-of-Pembroke specimen, known since about 1700, has been in 
the British Museum since 1848. Bushnell Imported the Pamalee- 
Ryder-Soyd piece from England in 1858. 

If only these two specimens exist, how can it be worth 
anyone*s time to read 80 pages or so about them? Simply because 
the origin of these pieces has been a well-publicized numismatic 
mystery for over 200 years. Are they genuine coins struck along 
with Pine Tree shillings at the first mint in the British-American 
colonies? Or are they spurious fabrications? An English coxlector 
wrote to Boston for a Good Samaritan shilling in 1767, but none 
could be found. However, specimens were actually Illustrated in 
English books, namely the Pembroke Collection (1746), Pblkes (1763), 
3nelllng (1769), and Rttding (1817); and also in American books by 
Felt (1839), Dickeson (1859), Crosby (1873), Evans (1885), 

Raymond (1935 etc.), and Yeoman (1946 etc.). Many authors expressed 
strongly-held beliefs as to the authenticity or spuriousness of 
the Good Hamaritan shilling, but no one bothered to get the facts 
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until Herman performed his research. After 200 years, the trail 
was pretty cold. However, when a 3t. I'ouis librarian helped to 
open the door to the real meaning of PAG SIMILE and after Newman 
had personally inspected and studied both food Samaritan shillings, 
the elements of the puzzle started to fall into place. 

The monograph is eminently readable, the plates are excellent 
and th9 Index is comprehensive. The publication supplements Crosby 
on this subject and adds many genuine and counterfeit varieties to 
Sydney P. Hoe® a three A.N.3. monographs covering the New lihgland. 
Willow, Oak and Pine Tree silver coinage. 

The author cites and quotes solid, old-fashioned references, 
with which more of us should be familiar* Examples: Burn® s 
London Tradesmen® s Tokens (1855), Hawkins® The Silver Coins of England 
(1841), Hickox* s An historical Account of American Coinage (1858), 
Prosaard*s Numisma magazine (1883), Attinelli*s Huml3graphics 
(1876) and a multitude of others. 

Newman la one of those fortunate few who knows how to gat the 
ultimate satisfaction from coin collecting. He not only enjoys the 

y) 

coins themselves and gets great pleasure in finding the ^hys and 
wherefores of their history; but also, fortunately for all of us, 
he "travels the second mile" to share the story widely by publication. 
There are many among readers of The Numismatist who could achieve 
the same degree of satisfaction. r £MXSL American numismatics is full 
of myths and hence it is wide open for much-needed research and 
publication, directly from source material. 

By the way, were the Good .Samaritan shillings true coin or 
spurious? Telling you would be like prematurely disclosing the 
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outcome of a good detective story, You*d better read the monograph. 
It will be rewarding.

Dear Eric: 

I have had no word from you for a long time. I trust that 
everything is going all right and that you are still inter¬ 
ested in the loOlj. dollar story. Walter, Lynn and I had a 
long discussion on the subject at the Boston ANA Convention 
but did not come up with any new ideas or plans for putting 
the book together. Each of us seems to feel that we have 
just about all of the information that we are going to be 
able to turn up on the subject unless we can examine several 
of the dollars themselves to study die breaks, rust spots., etc. 

I think that now is the time for someone to begin putting the 
information that we have into story form. Would you be willing 
to start? The rest of us will try to help in any way you 
suggest. 

What information have you turned up on the Lima type Brasher 
doubloon? I hope that I did right in adding that paragraph 
to the GUIDE BOOK about the doubtfulness of this coin—you 
had expressed to me before that there were still many questions 
to be answered about the origin of this coin and the nonsense 
legend on it. 

Are you still of the opinion that the Pine Tree Shilling that 
I discovered some years back (fabrication PR) was not a genuine 
issue but a counterfeit? If so, do you believe it to be con¬ 
temporary with the original Pine Tree coins? 

I do not fully understand how you could determine the original 
weight of this coin when the only specimens known are exces¬ 
sively clipped. Would you explain to me how you determined the 
original weight of these coins and some of your reasons for 
concluding that the piece was not genuine. 
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How? The coins are obviously struck in good silver with normal 
dies and apparently on equipment equal to that which was used 
in the Boston Mint. If the PR coins were made in the late l600’s, 
then it only seems logical to believe that they must have been 
made in the regular mint. I can hardly imagine a counterfeiter 
setting up such elaborate equipment and taking such pains to make 
a counterfeit coin at that time. Even Hull was dissatisfied with 
the payment that he received for making genuine coins. 

Now let’s consider when the pieces were made: Style alone would 
rule out any possibility of the pieces having been made after 1850 
when collectors were seriously looking for unusual die varieties. 

As you mentioned in your letter, the outstanding Good Samaritan 
piece was made at an early period to satisfy a collector, but it 
hardly seems possible that a couple of specimens of this PR variety 
would have been made in the period between 1700 and 1850, especially 
when we note that both of these specimens are well worn, excessively 
clipped, generally undesirable and have never received notation 
as unusual varieties until the past five years. In my estimation, 
the coins must have been made prior to 1680 when the Boston coins 
started to go out of circulation and it was not unusual for clipped 
coins to be passed along with the other pieces. 

If these PR coins were made by a skilled person on standard equip¬ 
ment in the 1600’s, then we only have to answer the question of 
why they were made to determine whether or not they are counter¬ 
feits. If the coins are extremely lightweight, which seems to be 
the strong point of your argument, then they probably are counter¬ 
feits. If, however, the coins were of normal weight, then it would 
have been quite unprofitable for a counterfeiter to make them and 
we could only conclude that they were a genuine issue. Assuming 
that the Pine Tree coins all have a uniform thickness, we can 
determine the volume of a coin by the formula V- ttt 1 k • A genuine 
niece should be approximately 30 m.m. in diameter and weigh 70 
grains. The Norweb specimen is approximately 22 m.m. and weighs 
31}..1 grains while the'Chase specimen is 20 m.m. and weighs 30.5 
grains. 

Assuming uniform thickness of all coins and using these rather 
rough measurements and weights, both of the PR coins are off a 
mere 10 per cent in weight by my calculations. Check Noe’s Pine 
Tree shilling book, Plate V, f for a picture of Bill Clark’s 
clipped Pine Tree shilling (Noe 1). This piece covers almost 
exactly the same area as Norxrab’s PR coin and the weight is 37-1 
grains—a mere three grains more than the Norweb coin or approx¬ 
imately 10 per cent heavier. 
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The average weight of a Pine Tree shilling is 70 grains. Some 
perfect specimens, however, range from 67 grains to 80 grains 
which yon must admit, is a wide margin of tolerance--much more 
than 10 per cent. Considering all these facts, can you still 
feel that there is reason to call the coin a counterfeit??????? 

I do not wish to be argumentative about this but I feel as strongly 
about my convictions as you do about yours and since I value your 
opinions highly, I would like to see this thing through to the 
finish where we can both agree on the origin of the coin.

Dear Eric: 

Thanks for your two latest letters. I am glad to know that 
you have been on vacation and that is the reason why I have 
not heard from you sooner rather than any lack of interest 
in the 1804 story. In my letter of August 2 I described the 
1803 restrike dollar and sent pictures of this coin and the 
I 83 I 1 re strike half dollar. Will these pictures be good enough 
for you or did you ever receive that letter? 

Nothing much new has turned up on the 1804 dollars during the 
past month. I did get to my personal library and find a copy 
of Chapman’s l 88 £ auction catalog. I will give you a recap 
of what is in here as soon as I go through it. 

I hope that you will start writing part of the 1804 story, as 
you indicated in your letter. I realize that you must be 
pressed for time but will appreciate anything you can do. 

Is there anything that you can tell me about the Lima type 
Brasher doubloon. I am quite anxious to have your opinion on 
this piece, since we would like to have the GUIDE BOOK as 
authoritative and up to date as possible. 

I am still not at all convinced with your theory about the PR 
Pine Tree shilling. With all suspicious coins I try to answer 
the questions who, how, when and why the piece was made. In 
the case of this new Pine Tree shilling we can easily see that 
it is the work of some skilled person and not a careless amateur. 

It seems rather unlikely to me that such a skillful person would 
make only one attempt at counterfeiting and at that, produce 
the coins in very limited quantities. This is the point that 
makes the rarity of the coin seem significant. It is not unnatural 
for genuine Pine Tree shillings to be extremely rare or unique. 

I would, however, question a counterfeiter making coins of this 
quality and yet producing only one pair of dies and a limited 
number of specimens. 
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Th© coin certainly seems to have been made at the same time 
as other Pine Tree coins were being issued officially. I 
cannot imagine a counterfeiter of that time having the skill 
or the equipment to produce a coin so fine in appearance--it 
matches the finest of the Pine Tree pieces in style and 
execution. 

It is also hard to believe that a counterfeit piece of this 
quality could have been made at a later date. There would 
have been no profit in it for anyone concerned if it had been 
made between 1700 and 1850. The style alone would rule out 
the possibility of it having been made after l8£0 as a new 
variety for collectors. In addition to this, the piece has 
been held in a museum collection for the past fifty years and, 
like the Chase specimen, there has never been any claim to its 
being anything other than a regular coin until recently. 

Mrs. Norweb seems quite unset to think that the coin may be a 
counterfeit. The explanation about the piece in your mono¬ 
graph was not completely convincing to me and I wish that you 
could further enlighten me on the subject. Walter 3reen, Dick 
Picker and everyone else who has seen the piece all seem to 
agree that there was nothing unusual about it.

To show you that the counterfeiting of Pine Tree shillings 
was still going on after the Revolutionary War, I am en¬ 
closing an excerpt from my files. The only reason for 
counterfeiting would be to produce a coin of short weight 
and, therefore, the lack of diameter, as well as the thin¬ 
ness, would fit in with such a project. As you say, it 
was probably not made for collectors although I do not 
rule out this possibility. 

P.R. is off more than 10$ in weight. 

You are proving my point by mentioning Bill Clark*a illus¬ 
tration of a clipped Pine Tree as the measurement of this 
item shows that ib was a coin of normal weight, originally. 
While weights might be off of the 72 grain standard in a 
trifling manner, to have the only two specimens known be 
off a major amount and both be clipped should be convincing 
to you that this was counterfeiting. I am sure that the 
fact that they could have been counterfeited in the eighteenth 
century is a new fact to you and might sway your opinion. 

Thanks, very much, for the picture of the Washington 1792 
in silver, and for the Moulton. I am very much interested 
in what the Moulton is made of.

Your latest letter was very interesting. At least now 
I can see more clearly your reasons for condemning the 
coin, even though I still do not agree with ^ou. 

We both seem to agree that if the coin is extremely light¬ 
weight, then it must be a counterfeit. Our major disagree¬ 
ment, then, is whether or not the coin is off weight by 
more than 10 per cent. This is a rather silly point to 
argue since a specific gravity test will give the exact 



My measurements and weights convince me that the piece is 
not even 10 per cent underweight, and I believe that a 
10 per cent variation is not unnatural in the Pine Tree 
series. I cannot understand why you think the illustration 
of Bill Clark*s clipped shilling helps to prove that the PR 
coin is lightweight. His piece apparently covers almost 
the exact area of the PR coin and the weight of his coin is 
37.1 grains against 34*1 grains for the Norweb specimen. 
Surely that is not a 10 per cent difference and projecting 
the same ratio to a 72 grain coin would still not give us a 
10 per cent difference in weight. 


Your argument that both of the PR coins are clipped is not 
significant since in this crazy game a hoard of uncirculated, 
unclipped pieces might turn up tomorrow. 
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I was very pleased to have your excerpt from the MASSACHUSETTS 
SPY. I was'completely unaware that this sort of counter¬ 
feiting had taken place cl?84. 

I am still anxious to have your remarks about the Lima type 
Brasher doubloon. What is your latest opinion of the piece? 
The new New Hampshire cent weighs 65 grains ( I ) and seems 
to be cast in good copper (perhaps slightly alloyed—I did 
not get a chance to examine the piece close enough to tell). 

It is definitely not a cast copy or electro of the Johns 
Hopkins piece. The Norweb coin is, of course, from the other 
obverse die.

Check, but not checkmate i’ I A specific gravity test will show 
us the exact area or volume of the PR coin. It will also deter¬ 
mine the metal that the coin was made of. If these coins were 
made of sterling silver like their genuine counterparts, then 
how on earth could they vary in weight from the genuine pieces? 

Youstill have not explained why you consider Bill Clark's Pine 
Tree Shilling (shown on Plate V, figure f) to be a genuine coin 
of full weight before it was clipped. This piece weighs 37.1 
grains and seems to cover nearly the exact area that the Norweb 
PR coin covers. For the sake of convenience, let’s suppose that 
both of these coins cover exactly one half of the area of an 
unclipped shilling. That would mean Clark’s coin weighed 74*2 
and the Norweb piece 68.2. Here is where the specific gravity 
test would come in handy to determine the actual volume of each 
of these coins. 

For Pine Tree coins with a variance of about 10 per cent in weight, 
see Noe’s book r No. 8. The T. J. Clarke piece at 79.1 grains; 

Number 3 same collection, 66 grains or no. 19 from the Boyd Col¬ 
lection at 64*8 grains. 

Do you feel that Noe’s numbers 13, 14 arid 31 are a H counterfeits 
simply because every known specimen is clipped? I suppose this 
is a rather poor question because there is a good chance that 
these pieces are counterfeit. 

Thank you for your kind invitation to spend a weekend with you and 
go over the 1804 material. I am sure that this would be the ideal 
way to bring this book into reality. All of my weekends this month 
are tied up with visiting relatives and a trip to the Washington 
Convention. Next month, however, is completely open and I will 
leave it to you to pick any time that is convenient for you.

Specific gravity never measures area - only volume. Area can 
be measured by a scale as I have done with infamous PR. The 
metal is good silver just like the originals. 

Now le t * s take the Pine Tree clipping (Plat V fig. f.) which 
you refer to. Its diameters are 13/16 and II 4 /I 6 , average 
27/32 inches. Take the diameter of the genuine Noe 1 which 
is 18/16 and 19/16, average 37/32 inches. Assuming uniform 
thickness the weight of 37.1 would be from a coin weighing 
69*7 grains which is normal. You have no right to say the PR 
covers £0 % of maximum area. You know it doesn't. You are 
trying to make facts to fit your belief. None of the examples 
you gave have a deviation of over 10$ and two of them are much 
less . 

You raise a question about 13, lh and 31* You and I know that 
31 is obviously phoney and shouldnot check out in area and 
weight relationship. 

I am suspicious of Noe 13 and Noe lU but cannot support a charge 
of falsity with facts. The fact that they are clipped and 
unique is only a smoke signal. 

I read the first part of your article in Empire Topics and am 
glad to see you spread the gospel. In the list of literature 
I note you did not include The Secret of the Good Samaritan 
as part of the technical material on the subject so I am duly 
put in ray place. You may be saving it for coming portions. 

I devoted almost half the book to counterfeits and new genuine 
varieties .

It looks as if we are making very little headway in our 
campaigns for and against the PR coin. At least it is 
great fun arguing with you about it, regardless of the 
outcome. 

I still can ! t quite understand how this coin could be 
underweight if it is made out of the same kind of silver 
as the originals. Neither can I understand why a counter¬ 
feiter would make a coin out of good silver and with such 
a high degree of skill. I can't bring myself to believe 
that these coins were counterfeits simply because all known 
specimens are clipped. Admittedly, this would be a good 
way to make and issue false coins, but wouldn't it have been 
much easier to simply clip existing genuine pieces? 

For the sake of accuracy, I would like to clarify a few of 
the things that you referred to in my last letter: I did 
not say that the PR coin covers fifty per cent of the maxi¬ 
mum area. I said "for the sake of convenience, let's sup¬ 
pose......". Neither did I say that the coins mentioned 

deviated over ten per cent, but that there was a variance 
of about ten per cent. I also indicated that I, too, believed 
Noe's T3» lU and 31 are counterfeits. 

All of this is trivial. What I am really writing about is to 
say that I am ashamed to think that you felt I slighted you 
by not mentioning the SECRETS OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN SHILLING 
In the Emt>ire Topics article. I am sure that I have mentioned 
to you before that I feel the SECRETS OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 
SHILLING is just about the finest piece of numismatic litera- 
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ture ever published. The truth of the matter is that I wrote 
that article in 1958—a full year before you published your 
book or before I even knew anything about it. The manuscript 
had been lying half forgotten in the files of Empire Coin Com¬ 
pany and was retrieved by Jim Ruddy, I suppose, for want of 
something better to fill the bulletin.

I draw much more of a conclusion from the use 
of the 1796 cent than you all do. This was a very worn 
cent and probably the counterstamps were made in the latter 
half of the 19th century when most of the phonies were made. 
If you think genuine counterstaraps could last for 200 years 
thou are in Dreamland. 

I haven’t had the opportunity to check the die 
details against all of my pictures and will do so when I 
can. 


I have never seen all of the NE counterstamps on 
the foreign silver coins but Percy Rideout apparently has. 

I have no findings I am keeping secret. I was 
pleased enough to satisfy myself that this copper experi¬ 
ment is a super phony.
